It has be-n 
possible to link together, piece by 
piece, the history of that strange 
era of existance, when great mon- 
sters held sway in these regions. 


A moving picture called The « 


Lost World” tried to bring to 
life the monstcrs of the past, The 
mechanical animals they shaped 
to represent the living animals 
were more than realistic. They 
lived d fought in a mod:rn 
jungle in South America. It held 
the watchers spell bound to watch 
the scenes on the screen. 

The Life of a Fossil Hunter 
by Charles H. Sternberg, publish- 
ed in 1909 and Hunting Dinosaurs 
in the Bad Lands of the Red Deer 
:. River written by the same author 
in 1917 tcll how rare specimens 
have been found and the means 
used to preserve and mount them 
for exhibit in museums.

Club members with interest 
aroused as they listened to Syl- 
van’s interesting description, and 
in their hunt later, can learn 
more about that Lost World from 
books and from other material 
available at Ottawa. They will 
be able to see the specimens avail- 
able in the museum at the Univer- 
sity of Alberta. Should they be 
so fortunate, they could see a 
greater varicty at The Victoria 
Memorial Museum at Ottawa. At 
New York, Pittsburg, Buenos 
Ayres or Paris Museums they 
could see many valuable mounted 
specimens, 5 

In the Buenos Ayres museum 
there is a specimen, practically 
complete of a 140-foot monster 
the largest. form of animal life 
known to man. In the Pittsburg 
museum a 110-foot dinosaur is 
on vi w. New York has the finest 
collection of dinosaurs in the 
world. Befote- Canadians realized 
their value, many valuable speci- 
mens had been taken away from 
Alberta for for ign museums. 


Dinosaur discoveries were first : 


made in 1860. Flying, swimming 


SCIENTISTS Dr. Peter Millman, 


and land reptiles were unearthed. 
Bird reptiles were the most in4 


teresting of the different types. 


Duck-billed dinosaurs are the 
prize possession of the University 
of Alberta Museum. They have 
many specimens still uncrated. 

Dr. G. M. Dawson, director of 
the Geological Survey of Canada 
in 1884 is belicved to have been 
the first to discover dinosaurs in 
Alberta. The first partly complete 
skull of @ carnivorous dinosaur 
was found:on the Kneehill Creek, 
near the Red D:er River. In 1889 
T. C. Weston of the Dominion 
Geologial Survey, secured a 
second skull near the same loca- 
‘tion. Junior Club members hunt-d 
in this area last week. 


In-1911 the Geological Survey 
of Canada secured the services of 
Charles H. Sternberg and his 
three sons to start building up 
a worthwhile collection of dinos- 
aurs for Canada. As a result of 
their efforts, there are now tons 
of fosils in the basement of the 
Victoria Memorial Museum in Ot- 
tawa. Many of the dinosaurs rep- 
present types entirely new to sci- 
ence. The -Sternbergs suppliea 
specimens of many valuable dinps- 
aurs to museums in the United 
States and in Europe. 

Five known groups of dinosaurs, 
as Mr. Hillerud told us, are found 
in Alberta. Horned, armored, duck- 
billed, carniverous and _ ostrich 
dinosaurs have been unearthed by 
various parties. As Sylvan describ- 
ed them, the horned dinosaurs 
were-on the lié-of .a rhinocerdiis. 
Its huge skull armed with one to 
seven horns, must have been a: 
remarkable animal. A great crest 
on the back of the skull extended 
over the shoulders. The head of 
the monster was out of proportion 
to the dinosaur’s size. It made a 
vicious looking animal as his pic- 
ture showed. The armored type is 
not as well known as certain other 
forms. 

The Duck-billed dinosaurs are 
quite common in Alberta. They 
get their name from the flattened 
toothless beak or bill which they 
possessed. They had web feet and 
a long powerful swimming tail. 
They lived most of the time in the 
water. Skeletons found indicate 
that they were forty feet in length. 

The carniverous dinosaurs were 
flesh-eaters as we were told, This 
caused some interesting questions 
from the boys. It-is a well known 
type to paleontologists. Three com- 
plete skeltons are on exhibit in 
Canada. Calgary has one made of 
cement. Goegosairus is the com- 
mon species. It navigated on its 
hind limbs, ‘had powerful jaws 
and long claws. It lived on land. 

The most surprising dinosaur 
is the type that has no teeth. It 
was not unlike the present ostrich 
and is called Sruthlomimus or

This area could 
be a tourist attraction. Some real 
specimens of dinosaurs mounted 
here would be a drawing attrac- 
tion for many more visitors. It 
would be much more interesting to 
nee the dinosaurs where they were 
found than in a museum in some 
far off city. They could see evi- 
dence'of others in the surrounding 
hills. It would be the Lost World 
to many who want to see strange 
sights.

I flung them into chairs and 
bolted the door because last year 
around about this time my wife 
and I spent 48 wonderful hours in 
the city of the Golden Gate. Since 
then we've been carrying the torch 
for San Francisco. 

* * * * 

There used to be a series of migazine ad- 
vertisements titled “The Adventure In Your Life 
Called San Francisco.” One novelist called it 
“The city where things ” Another \ 
called It “E -the-Sea.” It’s the kind 
of place that inspires such sentiment. 

Reminded me of the story of the famous Holly- 
wood star visiting there. Her press interview con- 
sisted entirely of a paean of praise for San Fran- 
cisco, 
“Well,” one of the reporters finally interrupted, 
“Tf ‘you like it so much why do you live in Los 
Angeles and not here?” 

“What?” cried the lady, “and have no place 
left to visit?” 

We started trying to add up some of the things 
that make San Francisco so wonderful. We began 
with the weather. There’s a saying in San Fran- 
cisco: “If you don't like the weather—just wait a 
minute.” 

Because the citizenry never knows what to 
expect, you often see fur coats on the gals in 
summer—and they need ’em, too. Except for 
the morning fogs the city stands usually under 
@ clear, sharp sun, the skyscrapers looking 
bleached and a mile high (because they’re perched 
atop the city’s sharp hills). 

No doubt about it, the place has its own dis- 
tinct mood or atmosphere, at once “Old World” 
(it has some of the weirdest Victorian gingerbread 
facades you ever saw) and extremely cosmopolitan 
(have you ever sat over a drink in the Top O’ the 
Mark, that glass saloon atop the Mark Hopkins 
Hotel on Nob Hill, and felt like staying several 
years?). , 

Part of it, too, is the appeal of many races 
living together. On a week-énd in San Fran- 
cisco you may eat and drink your way around the 
world, from “Little Naples,” the aromatic Fisher- 
man’s Wharf, to the colorful (and very tourist- 
conscious) Chinatown where several of the 
restaurants refuse to sell chop suey because it’s 
an American dish, ~- 

To one of the annual million-and-a-half visitors 
or, for that matter, the permanent resident, there's 
always something to do or see in San Francisco. 

Its museums, opera, symphony and baseball are 
among America’s best. A thousand small, hidden 
eating spots lure the gourmet. The student of 
architecture may roam the hills and contemplate 
the worlds most spectacular homes, most. of them 
glass and redwood. 

The bridges themselves—the eight-mile-long 
San Francisco-Oakland bridge and the breath- 
taking Golden Gate span — are nearly always 
within the range of your vision to be admired or 
as escape hatches to the country. 

Of course, even in Baghdad-by-the-sea there are 
some unpleasant aspects. Life is pretty expensive 
there. There’s the feeling of being crowded, too, 
mainly because of the 25-foot lots, an unfortunate 
Hangover from the Spanish land grant days. 

But even so it’s a place with its own character 
and, after two hours of hearing about it, I was 
wishing I was there, Still, ff I were, I’d probably 
be wishing I were here. That’s life.

Mousetown Epidemics Throw: 
Light On Human Ills 


English investigators have recently used 
experimental epidemics to find out more 
about human epidemics. They have been 
able to re-create in mice colonies the equiva- 
lent of human disease cycles of 30 years in 
20.or 30 months. Partial answers have been 
discovered as to why measles seems to run 
in cycles of three years, or why diphtheria 
has a cycle of nine years. If is not that the 
organisms ca the disease become less 
virulent, as R nay, thought, but that 
newly susceptible individuals enter the popu- 
lation as the old immunes leave. 

The results also indicate that individuals 
living in populations subject to epidemics 
have a lowered life-expectancy of some 15 
per cent. Artificially produced immunity, 
such as that established by vaccines and 
serums, will increase the life-expectancy but 
will not eliminate the disease.

Bumper Crops Expected in Alberta If 
Farmers Spared Damage From Hail, Frost 


Alberta’s crop outlook was reported generally favorable 
this week—although some aspects gave ground to fears that 
the crop might be spoiled by freakish weather. 

With the province facing a bum- 
per crop year, there’s no fear of 
drought. But there are fears of 
too much hail and too much rain. 


the farmers say that given a spell 
of hot, dry weather, and freedom 
from hail they'll harvest a bumper 
crop. 

HAIL DAMAGE SPOTTY 

Hail damage throughout Alberta 
has been spotty, though in places 
severe. Most serious hail storms 
in north-central Alberta have oc- 
curred at Beiseker and Crossfield, 
near Calgary, at Ponoka, and in 
the Camrose district. - 

Given normal weather in Aug- 
ust, an abundant harvest will be 
garnered in Alberta. 

Soil moisture and crop condi- 
tions are reported good. 

In the Edmonton district per- 
centage of crops in head are from 
65 to 100 per cent for wheat, and 
from 15 to 8§ per cent of coarse 


The crop this year is about 
two weeks later than normal. This 
is accounted for by the long, cool, 
wet spring the province had.

the writer out of jail. 

The racket has been used on and 
off, with varying degrees of suc- 
cess, for years, Some people have 
actually fallen for it, 4nd have lost 
their life savings as a result. 

The letter said that the writer 
was in prison for bankruptcy, and 
that if Mr Lackey would.go to 
Mexico City to‘receive instructions 
to redeem the sum of $385,000 in a 
suitcase in a United States custom 
house, he would receive a third of 
the sum in eompensation for his 
trouble. 

The writer added that Mr. 
Lackey’s name had been given him 
by a mutual friend, and that it was 
possible for him to write to him as 
he was in charge of the prison’s 
school, 

The letter was signed with only 
the initial “V”, but referred to a 
friend with whom Mr. Lackey 
could correspond in arranging the 
details. 

The friend’s name was given as 
Sr. Luis Cantu Robles, Ave. Cha- 
pultepec 264, Mexico, DF. 

The writer referred to the pro- 
position as “a very delicate matter 
on which depends the entire future 
of my daughter as well as my 
existence.” 

The letter added that “Fearing 
that this letter may not come dir- 
ectly to your hands, I will not sign 
my own name until I hear from 
you and then I will entrust you all 
my secret. I beg you to treat this 
matter with the most absolute re- 
serve and discretion.”
